MOTION by Trustee Mezydlo, and seconded by Trustee Retzlaff, to approve Change 
Order #1 to the Contract with Kandey Co. for the Water System Improvements project 
for the sum of $40,593.44, revised Contract Amount $1,413,960.44. Change Order 
includes changes #1-12.  Carried.

Approval is  for three parking spaces in the rear of the property and one space in front per 
submitted documentation.

Mayor Manicki thanked 3rd Assistant Fire Chief Ryan Sheedy for his help with the Office 
of Emergency Management and asked for a synopsis of the Code Red drill that was 
conducted on Tuesday, October 8, 2013. 
Sheedy explained that the code red is a reverse 911 system to inform the community in 
case of an emergency.  The test was at no additional cost, as it is budgeted thru the 
contract, and is run by the Town of Lancaster.  Any questions on the Code Red system, or 
the Office of Emergency Management should be directed to Ryan Sheedy.
